today with the Soviet plane N-169, which was forced down 
last week on an icefloe about 25 miles from the pole. 

The crew of six: led by pilot I. P. Mazuruk, is working 


at top speed to clear away a run 
way for the heavy plane to take 
off to complete the flight to the 
pole, 

Conversations with the N-169 
made it clear that pilot Mazuruk 
had performed a splendid feat in 
landing on the uneven floe, broken 
by ice-packs. 


CLEAR LANDING FIELD 
When the plane came to a stop 


into the triumphal chant of the 
“International,” 

They found the natural landing 
field too short for a take-off, and 
set to work clearing away tons of 
ice-blocks that had accumulated 
during the centuries. 

The polar camp is continuing to 
Grift south. By yesterday it was 
already at 89 degrees 2 minuts of 
north latitude. 

The temperature at the pole is 
only two degrees below zero. Every- 
one is busy at work. Mechanics are 
preparing the planes for the return 
flight to Rudolf Island. 

The scientists who are to remain

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 1—A 
sitdown city, with its own mayor 
and discipline committee, has been 
organized by strikers at the White 
Sewing Machine Company plant 
here. The strike was called last 
Tuesday by the members of the 
United Electrical and Radio Work- 
ers after the management had re- 
fused to grant wage increases for 
the lowest paid workers in the 
plant. 

The union which is 95 per cent 
organized in the plant, according to 
Coleman Taylor, district organizer 
of the U. E. R. W. had won an agree- 
ment from the management for 


rights and a signed agreement. 
However, when the demand for 
wage increases was refused and 
officials of the plant started to clear 
out partially complete material, 
the workers called a sitdown. 

The sitdown city has been or- 
ganized with strikers “sitting” in 
six-hour shifts, according to a reg- 
ular work schedule. dne men 
check “in and out, leave for lunch 
and dinner just as they do when 
the plant is operating. The cafe- 
teria. has been converted into a 
meeting and recreation hall, and 
all shifts report when a meeting is 
called. 

There are about 700 men nor- 
mally employed in the plant ac- 
cording to John Mester, shop com- 
mitteeman. The few. women work- 
ers were sent home when the strike 
Started in order to allow them to 
care for their children. Strikers 
have Been reporting regularly, ac- 
cording to Mester. 

The strikers demand a missile 
rate. of 45 cents an hour for new 
workers, with a $5.00 day minimum 
after six months work. Time and 
a half for overtime, and double for 
holidays has been conceded by the 
company. The management has 
not offered to reopen negotiations, 
but the morale of the men is high 
and with such complete organiza- 
tion the men are confident of a 
victory,

BERLIN, June 1—wWhile the Nan 
press gloated over the destruction of 
Almeria, it was learned today that 
Hitler had personally ordered the 
barbarous naval bombardment of 
the Spanish port. 

At the same time, it was dis- 
closed that the Nam dictator has 
instructed more warships to pro- 
ceed to Spanish waters, in spite of 
official. announcements ‘that “Gere 
many is satisfied and the Almeria 
incident is ended.” | 

Hitler also has ordered Nazi ware 
ships to open fire without warning 
on Spanish Government planes and 
ships. 

Before the Nazi Mediterranean 
fleet commander took any action, it 


was learned, he radioed Berlin for 


instructions. Mazi officials con- 
sulted Hitler, delaying the criminal 
“reprisal” for a day, then Hitler 
told the Nazi naval men to turn 
their guns on the Spanish seacoast. 

NAZIS BOAST OF SHELLING

; Sixty-two thousand people. Packed like sardines. 
When I looked at them up there at the Polo Grounds I 
@hought: “I wonder what issue will make these same 
sixty-two thousand mass downtown to demand their 


rights.” 

Well, it was Memorial Day and hot. The press box was hot. The 
water cooler was.near. And the stands looked like solid shirt fronts 
with little pink spots for faces. ‘ 

The girls down in the boxes were in their summer finery. 
Other girls were dying in Almeria. The kids in the unreserved 
section had been there since dawn. They were re-selling their 
seats—five dollars for one, three for ten dollars, five for fifteen. 

A child died in Barcelona at that minute and up in the Guada- 

lajara our American boys were among the loyalists who advanced 

on a broad ten-mile front. 

I didn’t know anything about Almeria at that moment for I was 
hot. The sun beat down and Hubbell warmed up. Then someone said: 
“You can get two and a half to one on Hub.“ He looked smooth all 
tight, and the game began. 


A Little Nervous 

He was smooth in his wind-up and a little nervous. Someone 
said: “He really hasn’t won 24 straight games. It’s against the records.” 
Old Al Munro Elias chipped in with the remark that the sports experts 
nowadays weren’t worth their weight in feathers and not ostrich 
feathers at that. “Why,” said old Al, “they wouldn’t count a string 
over two seasons. . Not in the old days.” 

Well, maybe not and a Brooklyn man was on first and then an- 
other and a run came in and then Jack Winsett, the thin man from 
Brooklyn's left field hit a triple out where the west begins. The man 
next to me wanted to know how the Daily Worker was, what it’s cir- 
cwation was, and didn’t it touch a hundred thousand. I told him No, 
but we were on our way and he seemed interested but unlikely material, 
so I decided to watch Hub. | 

He was nervous and after a second inning that wasn’t much, 
most everyone started hitting him. They teed off and plowed the 
old horsehide through the tepid air and I thought: “It’s all up 
with him.” I was thinking, too, it’s all up with Franco when the 
new government offensive starts and then someone said: “The 
streak’s over” and someone else said: “Not yet.” 

But it was. Hub got into a jam in the fourth and my score-card 
showed seven hits, five runs, two walks, a wild pitch and a hit bats- 
man. It was more like one of Connie Mack’s hopefuls than the King 
of them all.

And the signal came. No bomba raining down from heaven but a 
jone man walking across the green, ever so slowly, ever so seriously. 
He stapped to talk to Ripple and Ott at centerfield and they must have 
asked him: “Was it the heat, Hub?” And the kids in the bleachers 
hovered over the steps up the stairs to the clubhouse until the little 
green door .closed. 

The game went on. Life went on. Almeria was in ruins.
